DISCUSSION: 


With reference to Item 5 (page 7) the first paragraph of the 
Discussion was changed to read as follows: 

"The Chairman explained that the primary problem at this time 
is the status of the Special ELINT Advisory Group (SEAG) 
which had supported AFCIN-Z in the area of sensitive collec- 
tion methods. The organization which SEAG supported has been 
dissolved, and SEAG should be incorporated into the intelli- 
gence community structure." 

The Minutes of the Ninth Meeting are amended accordingly. 

It was noted that "Technical Assistant" was the proper title rather 
than "Technical Consultant" (DCID 6/2, Para 6). The DCID designation 
will be used henceforth.

DISCUSSION : 

Consideration of this problem was limited to discussion of the future 
of the Special ELINT Advisory Group (SEAG). It was generally agreed that 
the function performed by SEAG was required; however it was pointed out 
that its position in the structure could not be resolved until the imple- 
menting directives on NSCID No. 6 were published. 

The Chairman suggested that the matter be deferred until the 
implementing instructions were clarified. In the meantime if any Member 
required the services of SEAG, this body could convene at the call of 
any member. The Chairman designated Lt. Colonel Landon Hill as the 
point of contact and recorder, in view of his custody of the committee's 
files. The Members concurred in this suggestion.
